UHF REPEATER NEWS UPDATE 

Thanks go to Mike Aust (WB6DJI), Frank Bayuk (WA6RZL), Clayton Kau (KH6JSL), and others 
for their efforts on the excellent UHF repeater system. 

This UHF repeater has more bells and whistles than our VHF repeater. It is tied into the 2- 
meter repeater, creating a crossband link, so that anything said on 2-meters is repeated up to 
450 MHz and any station on 450 MHz is repeated down to 2 meters. How you don't have to buy 
450 MHz equipment to talk to the guys on 450, all you need to do is talk on our TRW VHF 
repeater. 

Also, another bit of news is that the UHF repeater has a telephone autopatch, for emergency 
use only. If someone on VHF needs assistance, an operator on UHF can access the phone line 
to alert the authorities for you. 

Continuing work is being done on the UHF machine to allow it to link into the HF bands (80-10 
meters SSB) via the repeater's phone line. This will allow you, using a UHF handie talkie (like 
our club's IC-4AT), to work 20 meter DX on UHF. Apparently, frequencies are entered by 
DTMF (Touch Tone) to a computerized microprocessor that adjusts the frequency and tuning of 
the HF transceiver and remotely controls the pointing of the beam antenna. A computerized 
voice then reads back these frequencies and antenna bearings to the operator. Sounds like a 
lot of fun--imagine working DX while bicycling down the strand at the beach. No big antennas 
or rigs to drag around with you. 

If you live in an apartment or a condo that won't allow you to put up HF antennas and you want 
to work the low bands (80-10 meters SSB), this may be the thing for you. Hope they finish this 
soon: I know that I want to take advantage of this--How about you? Good luck, and keep up 
the good work. Completion is anticipated by mid-February. (Courtesy WB6DJI)
